Cameron was long identified with the 
country press in its 
early

and its size increased 
Reaching a

Monday protested 
to the interstate commerce commis­ 
sion against the proposed advance of 
railroad freight rates in eastern ter-

In arguing against the proposed in­ 
crease, Mr. Thorne explained that his 
people “heartily favored the elimina­ 
tion of all free services and favored 
shippers.” 
“Mr. Willard, president of 
the Baltimore & Ohio, and bis asso­ 
ciates,” Mr. Thorne said, “are here 
demanding immediate relief from a 
situation which they claim is intol­ 
erable . There is no crisis whatever 


in the railroad business which will 
prevent a denial of this 5 per cent ad 


Vance, to be followed by an intelli­ 
gent, orderly, fair Investigation of the 
whole subject of special services.” 
Mr. Thorne contended that until a 
physical valuation of railroad prop­ 
erties had been made the reasonable­ 
ness of returns received by the roads 
could not be determined. ‘‘It is true,” 
he said, “that labor costs have gone 
up; that sorofj supply costs Ii {ive gone 
up* aud that some rates have gone 
down. 
“On the other hand, many supply
